Principal Tracy proposes changes to WHS studies

WILMINGTON - The Superintendent’s 
Revised Fiscal Year (FY) 2013 Budget 
reduces $630,746 from the Preliminary 
Budget Request submitted to the School 
Committee last month. 

Superintendent of Schools Joanne Benton 
presented the revised budget request for FY 
2013 at a School Committee meeting on 
Wednesday, Jan. 11. The final budget request 
submitted to Town Manager Michael Caira 
totaled $32,569,830, which is a 3.5 percent 
increase of $31,467,500 over the FY 2012 
budget. 

Benton said the new budget request 
includes the funding to support a new full- 
time staff member for a newly created 
Assessment and Data Coach job. The new 
staff member would be responsible for col- 
lecting and analyzing data regarding stu- 
dent progress and assist in the development 
and improvement of instruction, curricu- 
lum, and intervention programs.

WILMINGTON - The Tri- 
Town Task Force is attempt- 
ing to pull the proposed 
Lowell Junction Interchange 
project on Interstate 93 out 
of the long stall it has been 
in for the majority of last 
year. 

Wilmington Director of 
Planning and Conservation, 
Carole Hamilton, gave an 
update on the _ project 
emphasizing the need for 
funding at a Wilmington 
Chamber of Commerce 
luncheon on Tuesday. 

“We’re not there yet, not by 
a fair long shot,” Hamilton 


said. “We need to find fund- 
ing.” 

She said the widening por- 
tion of the project has been 
broken down into three 
phases to make it easier to 
complete over time. 

Phase one will widen 1-93 
to four lanes from the Route 
125 interchange to the 495 
interchange. Because travel- 
ers currently use the shoul- 
der of the highway as an 
extra travel lane during rush 
hours, Hamilton said widen- 
ing the highway will help to 
reduce traffic issues in the 
area. Phase one will cost

anywhere. This project will 
also allow middle school stu- 
dents to have a “seamless 
transition” to the new high 
school that will be»equipped 
with a wireless network and 
devices for students. 

“We are hoping to move 
toward a 2ist century cur- 
riculum by enabling innova- 
tive learning methods that 
integrate the use of support- 
ive technologies,” Benton 
said.

and most rewarding event in 
the last three years was the 
successful vote of the high 
school,” Champoux said. 

The passing vote of the 
new high school building 
project was not the only 
item on Champoux’s agen- 
da. He told the Crier when 
he was first elected in 2009 
that his goal was to instill a 
sense of professionalism at 
the Board of Selectmen 
meetings, which has not 
always been prevalent, he 
said. 

“I support open dialogue 
that allows us to have a dif- 
ference of opinions without 
things becoming confronta- 
tional,” Champoux said. “We 
may not agree on everything 
but we are very respectful of 
one another, and it will con- 
tinue that way.” 

He said he received the 
best piece of advice during 
his campaign in 2009 when 
someone told him, “Use your 
mouth and ears proportion- 
ately: Listen twice as much 
as you speak.” Champoux 
said it took him the majority 
of the first year to under- 
stand his role on the board 
and find his voice. 

“That left me two years,” 
Champoux said. “And I feel 
very confident and proud of 
the fact that over the last 
two years I have used that 
voice in a productive way. I 
want to continue to be a 


member of the board and be 
a value to the Town.” 

If re-elected, Champoux 
will see Town Manager 
Caira retire and the Board 
of Selectmen will hire a new 
manager over the summer. 

“IT don’t want to say good- 
bye to Mr. Caira,” 
Champoux said. “I believe

approximately $85 million. 

Phase two will include the 
widening of I-93 to four lanes 
beginning where Phase one 
left off at 495 up to the 
Pelham Street interchange 
in Methuen, which will cost 
approximately $71 million. 
Finally, Phase three will 
widen I-93 from the Pelham 
Street interchange to the 
New Hampshire state line, 
which is estimated to cost 
$21 million. 

This three-step breakdown 
of the project will also make 
funding more obtainable if 
the task force seeks funding 
for each phase separately 
according to Hamilton’s 
presentation. 

As is well known, the proj- 
ect has run into many road- 
blocks, funding is simply the 
newest hurdle. Hamilton 
said that they are in a bit of 
a catch 22 loop in that the 
Federal Highway 
Administration will not 
review the project until 
some sort of funding has 
been secured, but funding is 
difficult to secure without 
the federal review. 


Wilmington, Tewksbury 
and Andover are interested 
in the development opportu- 
nities that will come with 
the new interchange, slated 
to be built between exits 41 
and 42. However, the task 
force has made no headway 
on the plans for zoning the 
new development. They are 
looking at the effects of 

mixed-use centers and the 
potential of a train stop near 
the interchange. 

“With each election sea- 
son, hot buttons change. So 
it is hard to keep this [pro- 
ject) in the _ forefront,” 
Hamilton said. But “it is a 
once in a lifetime opportuni- 
ty. Very few communities 
get over 700 acres to devel- 
op. It will help shape the 
future.” 

Selectman Mike 
Champoux, who serves on 
Wilmington’s delegation to 
the Tri-Town Task Force; 
added, “It would be a good 
job boom when ‘job’ is a 
buzz word.”

er were my money. From 
this it followed, as the night 
the day, that I could do with 
them as I wished. I chose to 
loan a portion of them to my 
campaign.

Senator Tarr renews call 


for passage of EBT bill 


BOSTON - Senate Minority 
Leader Bruce Tarr (R- 
Gloucester) last week 
renewed his call for the pas- 
sage of legislation regulat- 
ing the use of Electronic 
Benefits Transfer (EBT) 
cards. 

Tarr is the lead sponsor of 
Senate Bill 68, An Act 
Preventing the Misuse of 
Public Funds, which was the 
subject of a public hearing 
before the Joint Committee 
on Children, Families and 
Persons with Disabilities 
today. The bill, which was 
filed in January of 2010, 
makes it illegal to use an 
EBT card to purchase alco- 
holic beverages, tobacco or 
Lottery products and impos- 
es a combination of fines 
and possible jail time for 
store owners and employees 
who accept EBT cards as

7h a letter hand-delivered 
to the committee, Tarr 
acknowledged that many of 
the provisions contained in 
his bill were signed into law 
last summer as a result of a 
budget amendment he spon- 
sored. However, he urged 
the committee to take fur- 
ther action, noting that “it is 
important that we continue 
to forge ahead to implement 
stronger oversight measures 
within the EBT system to 
ensure that the abuses that 
have already taken place do 
not continue to occur.” 

“State oversight of the EBT 
program has been far too 
lax, and has allowed recipi- 
ents to manipulate the sys- 
tem at the expense of the 
taxpayers who fund these 
benefits,” Tarr wrote. 
“Published reports continue 
to provide examples of the 


types of abuses that we are 
trying to prevent and prove 
that our work is far from fin- 
ished. We owe it to the resi- 
dents of Massachusetts to 
take steps to ensure that 
EBT cards are being used 
strictly for authorized pur- 
chases, and to punish those 
who try to take advantage of 
the system.” 

The problems associated 
with the EBT program first 
came to light more than a 
year ago, following pub- 
lished reports of recipients 
using their EBT cards to 
withdraw money and pur- 
chase non-food items that 
were never meant to be 
included in the taxpayer- 
funded program. Just last 
month, eight people were 
arrested in Lynn on charges 
of EBT fraud after under- 
cover police officers were 
able to obtain cash with 


their EBT cards and pur- 
chase drugs, including crack 
and heroin. 

While the current law 
requires EBT recipients to 
reimburse the Department 
of Transitional Assistance 
(DTA) for any illegal pur- 
chases, Tarr’s bill goes a 
step further by allowing the 
DTA Commissioner to dis- 
qualify individuals who 
break the law from obtain- 
ing future EBT benefits. 
Tarr’s bill also requires the 
Alcoholic Beverages Control 
Commission and the state 
Lottery Commission, in con- 
sultation with the DTA, to 
inform recipients of the 
penalties associated with 
using EBT cards for illegal 
purchases and to post this 
information on their web- 
sites.

FLAGS OF THE CIVIL WAR 

“The Stars and Bars” (top) was the official 
flag of the Confederacy from March 5, 
1861, to May 26, 1863. It first appeared 
with seven stars, then nine, 11, and finally 
13, to indicate the number of states in the 
Confederacy. The Confederacy claimed 
Kentucky and Missouri, but they were never 
actually in the Confederacy. 


The second flag is the United States flag and 
was in use from July 4, 1863 to July, 1865. 
There were six official flags in use during 
the Civil War, but the 35-star flag is the one 
most recognized. Each star represents a 
state in the Union. 


The Civil War (1861-1865) was a four-yea 
tragedy, a dog-eat-dog war that divided 
our country and forced neighbor to 
fight against neighbor. It began fora 
number of reasons, one of which con- 
cerned slavery. Some states thought it fit- 
ting to own slaves while others believed 
the practice should be “abolished,” 
which is a fancy way of saying “va- 
moosed,” and doesn’t refer to a moose 
away at Scout camp or a mouse in the 
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excitement, and not one whit of sappy ro- wasn’t something our just-elected Presi- 
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dent, Abraham Lincoln, took kindly to. 


Honest Abe felt this was kind of rebel- 
lious of the South—and that’s how 

I remember the Rebels made up the 
Confederacy. The rest of the states were 
“unified,” which means they were all 
chummy with each other. These states 
stayed in the United States of America as 
one Union. 


Trust you now have a better understand- 
ing of the primary reason for the war— 
and can identify the two sides that did 
battle. With that we’ll set our story aside 
for a bit. Enough yapping, I need a quick 
bite to sustain life, and a nap next to 
Walt’s creaky rocker. 


Hope you'll tune in for the next chapter. 
You’re sure to lap up the tale passed 
down through the years by the family of 
Sergeant Dick, a mascot of the St. Louis 
Grays. That pooch weathered quite a 
time in St. Louis in 1861, just a month 
after the first cannons fired on Fort Sum- 
ter in South Carolina. 


Lots of people have heard about Camp 
Jackson, in St. Louis, but not many real- 
ize its importance. The incident deter- 
mined that St. Louis, though in the slave 
state of Missouri, would remain loyal to 
the Union and continue to fly Old Glory.

They thumbed 
their noses at the Union and seceded, 
broke away to establish a new country, 
the Confederate States of America.

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One of the strangest acci- 
dents that ever occurred in 
Wilmington took place on 
Friday the 13th of October, 
1967. If the story were to be 
told at the annual meeting of 
a liars club, the teller would 
probably win first prize. But 
the story is true. 

Wilmington for many years 
had to endure the odors of a 
cat food factory. The factory, 
originally located on Eames 
Street in Wilmington, was 
known as Murphy’s. 
Residents of the neighbor- 
hood, sick of the odors, 
mounted an effort to drive 
the factory out of town. 

Murphy, however, did not 
give up easily. He relocated 
his business to Woburn, only 
50 yards over the 
Wilmington line. Woburn 
would get the taxes, and 
South Wilmington would still 
get the smell. 

The cat food factory 
remained on New Boston

Street for some 50 years. 
The building is still there, 
but has been developed into 
some industrial offices. 

In 1967, the cat food facto- 
ry was run by Usen Canning 
Company. Every day, a 
large truck of fish scraps 
would come up Route 93, 
headed for Usen. The scraps 
came from the Boston Fish 
Pier and were the main 
ingredient used in making 
Tabby Cat Food. The load 
was a messy sort of liquid 
with various fish parts. The 
truck was not unlike a dump 
truck. The body was a large 
steel tub, leak proof, but 
open on the top. 

At 6:45 p.m., truck driver 
Joseph Sevillite of Medford 
was in the second lane, 
headed north, approaching 
the Route 129 exit. Just 
before he went under the 
West Street bridge, he put 
his right directional signal 
on for a lane change. He 
began to ease the ten-ton 


truck into the right lane for 
the exit. 

In his “blind spot” on the 
right was a little 
Volkswagen. The driver of 
the bug leaned on his horn 
and passed the truck on the 
right. Sevillite had to swerve 
sharply to the left to avoid 
the VW, which sped off into 
the gathering darkness. 

It is one thing to change 
the direction of a VW, and 
entirely another matter to 
change the direction of a 
ten-ton truck. And if the 
truck happens to have a liq- 
uid load of ten tons of fish 
scraps, that load will not 
turn quickly. Those fish 
scraps slapped against the 
side of the truck like so 
much water, and the impact 
knocked the truck right over 
on its side. The fish scraps 
poured out all over the high- 
way - ten tons of oily fish 
scraps, all over the north- 
bound lane of Route 93, right 
under the West Street

For 24 hours, the state

Aloysius Joseph Fess 
Electrician for Boston University; WWII veteran 


WILMINGTON - Aloysius 
Joseph Fess, fondly known

Wednesday, January 18, 
2012, following a courageous 
battle with cancer. He was 
85 years old. Al was a resi- 
dent of Wilmington for the 
last several years and a for- 
mer resident of Somerville, 
MA and Keene, NH. 

Al was born in Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania on March 17, 
1926, he was the cherished 
son of the late Aloysius John 
and Wilhelmina (Kramer) 
Fess. Al was raised and edu- 
cated in Ohio, he enlisted in 
the United States Navy in 
1944 during WWII. Al com- 
pleted his Navy Training 
Course and was then com- 
‘missioned to serve aboard 
the USS Lobia as an 
Engineman Third Class.

When AI returned from the 
service, he moved to 
Somerville, MA, where he 
lived for many years and 
raised his family.

Al retired to Keene, New 
Hampshire, where he lived 
for 14 years, during that 
time he worked as a preven- 
tative maintenance manag- 
er at Keene State College 
and for the over 13 years, 
making many friends along 
the way with the faculty and 
students. Everyone loved Al.

site, http://silverlakevethos- 
pital.com, gives no indica- 
tion that the hospital is 
closed. The only evidence 
that the hospital is closed for 
business is the recording that 
answers any calls to the hos- 
pital with: 

“Effective Jan. 1st, Silver 
Lake Veterinary Hospital is 
closed. ... If you wish to 
obtain your pet’s medical 
records, send five dollars per 
pet with postage and han- 
dling to Silver Lake 
Veterinary Hospital P.O. Box 
44, Tewksbury, Mass. 01876. 
Please do not leave any mes- 
sages as they will not be 
returned.” 


’ The message also lists two 


veterinarians that clients 
may call in the event of an 
emergency including 
Vetcision in Waltham, 781- 
810-1010, and Massachusetts 
Veterinary Referral Hospital 
in Woburn, 781-932-5802. 

Angelo does not plan on 
sending in for her pet’s 
records. 

“It just doesn’t seem like 
the right thing to do,” she 
said. “Why didn’t they just 
hand me her records? I just 
felt like after 20 years of loy- 
alty it is the least they could 
do.” 

The closing was sudden, 
unannounced and suspicious 
because Tewksbury Town 
Clerk Denise Graffeo veri- 
fied that Bieler renewed the 
Silver Lake Veterinary 
Hospital’s business certifi- 
cate on Nov. 28, 2011, which 
does not expire until 2015. 
Graffeo did not have any 
information regarding the 
hospital’s closure. 

Dr. Bieler confirmed the 
closing of the hospital, but 
declined to say the reason. 
He told the Crier that the 
P.O. Box address on the mes- 
sage is the correct place to 
request __ pets’ medical 
records. Records will be sent 
to the pet owner’s address.

the process, two plans were 
investigated: a roundabout, 
and a traffic signal; ultimate- 
ly the traffic signal was the 
plan submitted. 

The town is now waiting for 
the state to agree to take on 
the project and provide fund- 
ing. Once that happens, the 
DPW will be able to move 
forward. Right now, however, 
there is no timeline for this 
project. 

Also on the DPW’s list is 
the Shawsheen River Bridge 
that connects Tewksbury, 
Billerica, and Wilmington at 
the intersection of Whipple 
Road in Tewksbury, Nichols 
Street in Wilmington, and 


Bieler said that the closing of 
the hospital was too sudden 
to send out any kind of notifi- 
cation to clients. He also said 
that it is possible that he 
may re-open the hospital. 

“That is still to be deter- 
mined,” he said. “But it is 
always a possibility.” 

Although the exact reason 
for the hospital’s closure is 
unclear, the practice did 
experience several difficul- 
ties in 2009. 

According to the hospital’s 
website, Dr. Bieler has more 
than 20 years of experience 
in veterinary medicine, but 
the hospital received some 
mixed and many unhappy 
reviews on popular business 
review websites such as 
Yelp! And Yahoo!. Reviewers 
complained of rude staff and 
high prices. Most of the bad 
reviews were dated in late 
2009 and after. 

According to a September 
2009 article published in the 
Lowell Sun, Bieler filed a 
lawsuit in 2008 against the 
hospital’s former employee 
Dr. Evelyn Bailey for misap- 
propriating client records 
and lists, and directly solicit- 
ing clients of Silver Lake 
Veterinary Hospital. He 
sought at least $150,000 in 
damages. 

In the article, Bailey’s 
attorney Frank Muggia was 
noted “that six months 
before Bieler filed the law- 
suit, the Massachusetts 
Board of Registration in 
Veterinary Medicine, which 
licenses vets, found Bieler's 
claim had no merit.” 

According to the article, 
Bailey worked for Silver 
Lake under Dr. Lawrence 
Richard for 16 years. 

Also in December, 2009, a 
customer filed a complaint 
with the Better Business 
Bureau (BBB) against Silver 
Lake Veterinary Hospital. On 
the BBB’s website, the com- 


plaint is filed under 
“Problems with 
products/services”. 


“BBB found business made 
good faith effort to resolve 
complaint but customer not 
satisfied with business 
response.” Although the hos- 
pital is not BBB accredited, 
it retains an A+ rating.

tion, they plan to obtain 
eReaders for teens’ and chil- 
dren’s use. The goal is for 
the public school reading 
lists to be available as 
eBooks this year. . 

Curtis Wyant, Technology 
Librarian, together with 
Assistant Library Director, 
Charlotte Wood, will oversee 
a second major technology 
undertaking, the digitization 
of the Town Crier newspaper 
collection. The collection 
dates back to the 1950s. This 
venture was made possible 
by a generous donation from 
the Wilmington Rotary Club. 
Together with The Friends 
and state aid funding, the 
Rotary Club is making it 
possible for library users to 
access the Town Crier 
archives on-line and to use 
keyword searches. 

Stewart explains that the 
old microfilm reader is rap- 
idly aging and will soon 
require replacement. The 
decision to move forward 
into the digitization process 
made sense from both a cus- 
tomer service and economic 
stand point. 

In addition, the library will 
be offering more technology 
classes. Classes in email 
basics, Microsoft Word, and 
Google are already sched- 
uled. Laptops are available 
for use in the classroom. 
They were purchased by the 
Friends. “The demand is 
there,” explains Stewart. 
“After Christmas, we 
received many questions 
about eReaders, so in 
response we are adding 
classes in downloading 
library books.” They are 
planned for April. New 
classes in digital photogra- 
phy are being added as well. 

The library also plans 
increased use of their newly 
renovated meeting room 
which has enhanced AV 
technical support. With 
plenty of space, tables and 
chairs, the room now allows 
users to simply put their CD 
or DVD into a main console 
computer and project the 
images directly onto the

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large screen. 
Events and programs 
Already a robust endeavor, 


the events program will con- . 


tinue to grow. Special pre- 
sentations by speakers and 
performers are key parts of 
the program. They are 
funded by The Friends. For 
example, three after-hours 
concerts are planned. The 
library first floor is trans- 
formed into a jazz club style 
venue for these Friday night 
shows which include 
refreshments. The first is 
set for March 31 featuring 
Four Guys in Tuxes, a quin- 
tet playing music from 
Motown to Cole Porter hits. 

Several new “home-grown” 
programs respond to 
patrons’ needs and interests. 
Illustrating this is the 
Coupon Swap group that will 
be forming this spring. 
Registration begins in 
February. “This grew out of 
one of our presentations,” 
Stewart states. “Over fifty 
people attended.” Now 
library staffer Gloria 
Corcoran will organize 
monthly meetings: 
Neighbors can come togeth- 
er and share information as 
they swap coupons. 

Another such program is 
the Knitting Circle to be led 
by staffer Linda Pavluk. It’s 
for people of all levels. The 
idea is not just to provide an 
opportunity to learn, but 
also to allow people to con- 
nect. The new ‘Connect 


. With Cooking’ group led by 


Katie Huffman supports the 
same concept. Efforts like 
this are tied to the library 
tag line “Community Starts 
Here” and support its over- 
all mission. 

The annual April Poetry 
Contest and the September 
Community Fair still remain 
pivotal events as do reading 
group sessions. But the chil- 
dren’s reading groups have 
been expanded to include 
and support working par- 
ents. Saturday family story 
times and Monday evening

sions a chance to participate 
in this fun interactive activi- 
ty that helps foster a love for 
books and reading. 

Staff continuing education 

Once again through the 
generosity of The Friends, 
the library has a special 
opportunity to enhance the 
education and training of its 
staff. Four staff members 
will attend the annual 
Public Library Association 
Conference. “It’s important 
that we stay aware of 
emerging trends and issues 
in library sciences, and the 
conference allows us to do 
“It’s 
an opportunity to learn what 
other libraries are doing. 
Attendance pollinates us 
with fresh ideas to increase 
and improve our services.” 

The staff members who go 
are charged with bringing 
the information back home. 
They will make presenta- 
tions to the entire library 
cadre when they return, and 
they have been tasked to 
identify specifically what 
new ideas or changes per- 
tain to the Wilmington 
library. Stewart plans to 
take full advantage of this 
source of information and 
inspiration. 

In the past, the conference 
has served as a useful tool 
for gathering information 
for dealing with the issues of 
a small, older building. 
Ideas and plans for maxi- 
mizing space and improving 
displays have been brought 
back and _ implemented. 
The staff also reorganized 
the book stacks based on the 
book store model presented 
at the conference. The 
stacks’ layout is now more 
user-friendly and conducive 
to browsing. 

Facility challenges 

Knowing that they will be 
in the current building for 
the foreseeable future, 
Stewart continues to focus 
on making the older build- 
ing more user friendly for 
the public. The staff contin- 
uously examines the use of 
space and conducts 
makeovers.

“We buy furniture on 
wheels,” she says with a 
chuckle. “We need to.” 
They have much to accom- 
plish within such a small 
footprint of space. 
Flexibility. is important. 
According to Stewart, the 
library is undersized, but 
she is determined to make 
the best of what they have. 

It’s a challenge with the 
current physical structure of 
the 42-year old building. 
There are competing needs. 
They have a need for a quiet 
comfortable place to read 
and work, but they also need 
to provide meeting and 
group gathering space. In 
fact, Stewarts reports that 
during the recent long power 
outages, people who needed 
a place to go came to the 
library. “It was quite crowd- 
ed,” she says. 

Stewart looks forward to 
one special building project, 
the replacement of the win- 
dows. The current ones are 
the original windows in this 
1969 building. Not only will 
the new ones be brighter 
and cleaner looking, but 
Stewart points out the ener- 
gy efficient improvement 
should help with utility bills. 
The Friends plan to provide 
new window dressings. 


Less things .... More to do 
Stewart sums up the 
library future with the 
phrase “you'll see less 


things, with more things to 
do.” As technology moves in 
and the library staff re-sizes 
and re-shapes the space they 
have, there will be fewer 
materials visible around the 
library, but the amount of 
information available and 
the community activities 
will increase. Throughout 
2012, the library will contin- 
ue their mission to support 
and promote the joy of read- 
ing, lifelong learning, per- 
sonal entertainment, and 
community connection.

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Brown Street in Billerica. 
This bridge is currently 
closed for safety reasons 
having been initially dam- 
aged in the 2006 Mother’s 
Day flood. The last big flood 
in 2010 damaged it beyond 
repair, so the three towns 
made a joint decision to close 
it nearly two years ago.

Hit game winner with 12 seconds left 


Redmen come up 
with a shocking 
victory over “Cats

TEWKSBURY -- Leading 
by six points after the first 
quarter and leading by five 
points with four minutes to 
go, certainly seemed like 
more than a cushion against 
a team that Wilmington 
defeated less than a month 
ago by ten points. But then 
several costly turnovers and 
the combination of a red-hot 
outside shooter was enough 
for the Tewksbury Redmen 
to come up with a surprising 
53-52 victory over 
Wilmington in a non-league 
boys hoop game played 

Tuesday night at TMHS. 

Tewksbury senior Bobby 
Lumbard, who had a game 
high 21 points, sank his fifth 
three-pointer of the game 
with 12 seconds left, lifting 
Tewksbury to its fifth win of 
the season -- the same win 
total that Wilmington now 
has. The Redmen -- who had 
five combined wins in the 
past three seasons -- have 
now won four of its last five 
games under first-year head 
coach Phil Conners, while 
the Wildcats continue to 
bounce up and down all sea- 
son long, now sitting at 5-5 
through the halfway point of 
the season. 

“We turned the ball over 
too many times in the fourth 
quarter which hurt us,” said 
Wildcat head coach Joe 
Maiella. “(Tewksbury’s 
Bobby) Lumbard and 
(Mike) Doucette made sev- 
eral real big three-pointers 
in the fourth quarter. We had 
them on the ropes. We were 
up by five points (with 4:26 
to go) but the turnovers in 
the fourth quarter were just 
too costly. I don’t know. This 
is tough to take. This is a 
game that we needed. We 
needed to get this game so 
this loss is really, really 
tough to take. Every loss 
impacts us. We’re still tied 
for first place in the 
Middlesex League (small 
school division) but every 
loss (with our schedule) is 
huge. We’re 5-5 at the half 
way point and this one is 
just really tough to take 
right now.” 

Wilmington jumped out to 
a 7-5 lead four minutes into 
the game and that extended 
to six points at 17-11 at the 
end of the first quarter. 
After Jamie Mara made it 
an eight point game with a 
jump shot 15 seconds into 
the second quarter, the 
Redmen ‘totally outplayed 
Wilmington the rest of the 
second quarter, including 
outscoring the Wildcats 18-6 
to go up by five points at 29- 
25 at the break. 
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Tewksbury extended its 
lead to eight points early in 
the third behind a trey from 
Lumbard and a free throw 
by Sean Foley. A minute 
later the lead was nine 
before Wilmington started to 
wake up a bit and show some 
energy. The — Wildcats 
responded with -a 16-4 run 
which began with a three- 
pointer from Cole Peffer, 


while several others con- 


tributed with buckets includ- 
ing Timmy McCarthy, John 
Parsons, James Wilkinson 
and Kyle Albanese, the lat- 
ter who ended with a huge 
night with 19 points and 13 
rebounds. 

That 16-4 run gave 
Wilmington a_ three-point 
lead just 53 seconds into the 
fourth quarter. Tewksbury 
tied the game up at 43-43 
with 5:36 left, before 
McCarthy converted on a 
trey and a lay-up giving 
Wilmington that five-point 
lead with 4:26 left. From 
there, Tewksbury’s outside 
shooters started to hit the 
net, first three-pointer from 
Mike Doucette, and then 
Lumbard with 1:58 to go to 
tie the game up at 50. 
Albanese converted on a 
inside bucket with 40 sec- 
onds to go _ forcing 
Tewksbury to call a time 
out. The play was set up and 
Lumbard came off the right 
side, and drained a three- 
point swish with 16 seconds 
left giving Tewksbury the 
one-point lead. Tewksbury’s 
Kevin Dick then made a 
defensive stop in the final 
few seconds to secure the 
win for the Redmen. 

“They pressed us a little bit 
more and they played a little 
bit more zone (defense) 
than they did before, but 
they really didn’t do much 
different than what they did 
against us the first time we 
played them,” said Maiella. 
“But the bottom line is we 
should have never lost this 
game.” 

Albanese finished with his 
19 points and 13 rebounds, 
while McCarthy was also in 
double figures with 14 points 
and he added six boards. 
Peffer had seven points. 

On Friday, Wilmington 
defeated Wakefield 60-56 in a 
great contest. Wilmington 
had three players in double 
figures with McCarthy at 18, 
Wilkinson with a career high 
16 and Albanese with 14 as 
those three players com- 
bined for 48 of the team’s 
points. Wakefield came in 
with a 6-1 record.

“Contraband” is a decent 
heist/action thriller film 
starring Mark Wahlberg in 
a familiar role - the 
reformed tough guy who 
must get ‘back into the 
game’ to protect those he 
loves. And of course, the guy 
he plays has killer abs. 

The plot plays like this: 
Chris - Farraday (Mark 
Wahlberg) long ago aban- 
doned his life of crime, but 
after his brother-in-law, 
Andy (Caleb Landry Jones), 
botches a drug deal for his 
ruthless boss, Tim Briggs 
(Giovanni Ribisi), Chris is 
forced back into doing what 
he does best -. running con- 
traband - to settle Andy's 
debt. 

Chris is a legendary 
smuggler and quickly 
assembles a crew with the 
help of his best friend, 
Sebastian (Ben Foster), for 
one final run to Panama and 
back, hoping to return with 
millions in counterfeit bills.

is, the film won’t let him 
smuggle drugs to pay back 
Briggs - instead he brings 
in counterfeit dollar bills. 

When you apply almost 
any level of serious contem- 
plation to it, “Contraband” 
isn’t a particularly good 
movie. Its plot twists tele- 
graph themselves early on, 
and every performer other 
than Wahlberg is only 
afforded a few scenes to 
flesh out their characters. 

But it’s hard not to have 
fun while you watch it. The 
action is all over the place, 
and well-shot. J.K. 
Simmons is very good as the 
ship’s captain, who’s not 
really upset that a smuggler 
like Chris is running an 
operation on his boat, just 
that he wasn’t given a piece 
of the action. 

“Contraband” isn’t great 
filmmaking, but with its 
cast, a few clever scenes 
and a good performance 
from Wahlberg, it is good. 


“THE DESCENDANTS” 
GRADE: *** 


George Clooney is a 
favorite to be nominated for 
an Oscar for his role in this 
new film from Alexander 
Payne, the creator of the 
Oscar-winning Sideways. 

Set in Hawaii, ‘The 
Descendants’ is a some- 
times humorous, sometimes 
tragic journey for Matt King 
(Clooney), an indifferent 
husband and father of two 
girls, who is forced to re- 
examine his past and 
embrace his future when his 
wife suffers a boating acci- 
dent off of Waikiki. The 
event leads to a new effort 
to connect with his young 
daughters while Matt wres- 
tles with a decision to sell 
the family's land handed 
down from Hawaiian royalty 
and missionaries. 

King is a Hawaiian real- 
estate lawyer descended 
from a long line of 
Hawaiians with a lineage 
that includes Hawaiian roy- 
alty. It’s through his family 
lineage that he has become 
trustee of a very valuable 
piece of unspoiled beach- 
front land on Kauai. Since 
Matt has always lived off his 
earnings and not relied on 
his trust fund, he has no 
real need or desire to sell 
the land. The trust is set to 
expire in a few years, how- 
ever, and Matt’s relatives 
have plans to sell the land to 
a developer. 

Though it hangs over the 
film and does become a mai 
part of the story, the land is 
a side issue when it comes 
to the plot. The story 
revolves more around the 
fact that his wife, Elizabeth 
(Patricia Hastie), was in a 
boating accident that has 
left her in a coma, which 
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Matt learns is not going to 
change. It’s not a question 
of whether she’s going to 
die, but when, and he is left 
to honor her living will and 
‘pull the plug’ as they say. 
The situation was already 
difficult, since it left Matt in 
charge of 10-year-old Scottie 
(Amara Miller), a girl he 
doesn’t understand, as well 
as her away-at-school 17- 
year-old sister, Alex 
(Shailene Woodley), whom 
he brings home to say good- 
bye to her mother - and help 
him with her sister. 

Alex wants no part of a 
goodbye to her mom though, 
probably because she’s the 
one person in the family 
who knew that Elizabeth 
had been cheating on her 
father. It’s through her that 
Matt learns of his dying 
wife’s cheating ways — and 
that sets the film off in 
another direction, where 
Matt is determined to learn 
the identity of his wife’s 
lover and confront him. 

The most remarkable 
thing about the film is that 
it takes a_ cliche, the dis- 
tant, workaholic dad and 
husband, and makes it seem 
fresh. Thanks to Clooney 
and the rest of the cast’s 
excellent performances, The 
Descendants is a human, 
believable and very moving 
film. 


“WE BOUGHT A ZOO” 
GRADE: *** 


Filmmakers sometimes 
shy away from focusing on 
kids and animals in films 
because they are labeled 
unpredictable. 

But, if they are used 
wisely and are on top of 
their game, a strong per- 
formance can save what 
would otherwise be a forget- 
table film. 

Director Cameron Crowe 
manages to get the best out 
of both the child and animal 
actors he showcases in his 
latest film, “We Bought A 
Zoo”, and in the process 
takes what could have been 
a disaster and turns it into a 
workable film. 

Matt Damon stars as 
journalist Benjamin Mee, 
whose book provides the 
basis for the film. Mee once 
worked as a reporter chas- 
ing hurricanes and _inter- 
viewing heads of state. That 
career screeches to a halt 
when the news _ business 
starts downsizing and his 
beloved wife dies unexpect- 
edly. 

Benjamin’s teenage son 
Dylan (Colin Ford) is 
expelled from school for 
repeated behavioral prob- 
lems, and the strain of tak- 
ing care of Dylan and eight- 
year-old daughter Rosie 
(Maggie Elizabeth Jones) 
makes it hard for him to 
concentrate on new writing 
projects. 

Benjamin decides mov- 
ing from Los Angeles to 
rural California might help 
his family, but their dream 
house comes with some 
heavy baggage. It’s part of 
an exotic animal park that 
has fallen into disrepair. 

By including how chal- 
lenging it is to keep zoos 
going, Crowe makes the film 
more believable. You basi- 
cally know how things turn 
out going into the theater, 
because if Mee had failed, 
it’s highly unlikely a movie 
would ever have been made 
of his story. 

At times, "We Bought a 
Zoo" can be pretty manipu- 
lative when it comes to your 
emotions, but it does so with 
skill and finesse. The film is 
a delight from beginning to 
end.

Modified class): 5.264 seconds 
in the 1/8 mile at 134.8mph 
(the old record was 5.284) and 
8.338 seconds in the 1/4 mile 
(the old record was 8.43). 

Both records were broken 
in Rockingham, NC at 
Rockingham Dragway on the 
last event of the season. 
Those record breaking runs 
helped propel Capone into the 
top five, which was his goal 
when the season began. 

Although the record break- 
ing margins may seem slim, 
Capone said that even a hun- 
dredth of a second is an eter- 
nity in drag racing. 

And, unlike some records 
in other sports that are taint- 
ed when an’ athlete uses ille- 
gal substances to gain an 
unfair advantage, Capone 
pointed out that each bike is 
checked weekly and fines and 
suspensions can be levied to 
any owner/rider trying to 
cheat the system, as it were. 

He said the AHDRA is a 
top shelf organization and 
that he’s never crashed. 
Going that fast, well over 
100mph and up to 135mph, it 
would make sense that crash- 
ing would be inevitable, but 
while acknowledging it hap- 
pens, Capone said “it’s not 
commonplace.” 

In fact, Capone went on to 
say that drag racing is “safer 
than riding in the street.” 

In order to race, the track 
must be completely dry. If 
there’s too much wind, 


Capone said the track would 
be shorted from 1/4 mile to 
1/8 mile.

takes place in obvious places 
such as North Carolina and 
Texas, the AHDRA does not 
race in Sturgis, ND, home to 
the biggest motorcycle rally in 
the country.

One drawback to the sport 
of drag racing is how expen- 
sive it can be, which is why 
Capone said 90 percent of bike 
owners also ride. Race bikes, 
as opposed to street bikes, 
take a lot of maintenance. 
Capone changes his transmis- 
sion every four weeks, plus 
makes other adjustments to 
keep his bike in peak racing 
condition.

The Wakefield resident 
said he could see himself rid- 
ing for another 10 years. 
Some riders in the AHDRA 
have been around as long as 
the association, 35 years. 

Although the weather has 
been seasonably warm these 
last two months, Capone’s 
bike is still inside for the win- 
ter and won’t be taken out 
until the season starts this 
April. He said it takes all win- 
ter to get ready for the sea- 
son. 

He did note, though, some 
places like Maryland have 
tracks open all year round. 

If there’s one downfall to 
when the racing takes place, 
and where it takes place, it 
would be the heat, as the tem- 
perature on the track can be 
anywhere from 100 degrees to 
135 degrees. When that’s com- 
bined with all the gear riders 
wear (jackets, gloves, etc.) 
and the racing helmet, sticky 
probably doesn’t accurately 
describe the situation. 

The AHDRA, though fairly 
new, has seen’ much growth 
over the years. It started out 
as a club racing organization 
in the late 70s and continued 
over the years under many 
different names. AHDRA 
became the official name in 
1991. 

Participation levels have 
increased from 50-60 entries to 
events that now range from 
250 to 450 entrants. Each 
event is well attended with 
audiences in the 5,000 to 12,500 
range. Some of the bigger 
crowds are in North Carolina 
and Ohio. 

Perhaps motorcycle drag 
racing will find itself in New 
England or perhaps it’s just a 
sport more well-suited to the 
south. Either way, as Capone 
has shown, one needn’t live 
amongst riders to be involved 
in the sport.

* Basal cell carcinoma, a slow-growing and painless type 
of nonmelanoma skin cancer, is the most common form of 
cancer in the United States. Roughly 2.8 million cases of 
BCC are diagnosed annually in the U.S. Though rarely 
fatal, BCCs can be unsightly if the cancer is allowed to 
grow. 


* According to the NCI, between 40 and 50 percent of 
Americans who live to age 65 will have melanoma or non- 
melanoma skin cancer at least once.

Men and women alike suffer from vari- 
cose veins, which can be a cosmetic nui- 
sance or a symptom of a serious medical 
condition. New varicose vein treatments 
are enabling individuals to live happier 
lives. 

Varicose veins are enlarged, gnarled 
veins that can resemble the twisted roots of 
a. tree. They develop when the one-way 
valves in veins that carry blood to the heart 
are faulty. Blood backs up in the veins as a 
result, and stretches the vein. 

According to experts from Meridian 
Health, varicose veins are very common 
and affect half of all Americans ages 50 and 
older. But they're not just a concern for sen- 
iors. Anyone can develop varicose veins, but 
women are at a greater risk than men. 

Varicose veins typically do not have any 
symptoms, except for the visual presence of 
deep blue or purple, bulging veins that 
largely occur on the legs and feet. However, 
aches in the legs, heavy feeling, itching 
around veins, or throbbing may also occur. 
Similar to varicose veins are spider veins, 
which are smaller and closer to the skin 
surface. 

Pregnancy, age and stretching of the 
veins are contributors to varicose veins. 
Being overweight or standing for long dura- 
tions of time are other contributors, as is 


wearing restrictive clothing. 

There are a number of treatments that 
have been developed for varicose veins. 
During sclerotherapy, a solution is injected 
into a small or medium-sized vein to scar it 
and close it up. Eventually the vein will 
shrivel and fade. A similar procedure is 
done with lasers to shrink the vein without 
the need for needles or surgery. Catheter 
procedures use a heated tube inserted into 
the vein to collapse the vein and seal it shut. 
Vein stripping involves removing large 
veins through several small incisions. It is 
usually an outpatient procedure but will 
require a surgery. 

In most cases, blood will naturally 
reroute to other veins in the legs after one 
of these procedures. Much of the blood flow 
in the legs is carried out by deeper veins. 
Individuals who undergo these procedures 
can usually walk directly after the surgery 
and full recovery is only a matter of a cou- 
ple of weeks or more.
